lie had one cloth which was thirty 
Two y ard s long, and that had the arms 
of F ran ce embroidered on It In silk. 
All of these w ere fringed. 
In the sixteenth century “doublers,** 
or double cloths, were replaced by two 
tablecloths, one of which was small 
and was laid just as we lay ours to­ 
day. 
The oilier, which was put on over it, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
linen. 
It was skillfully folded in such 
a way that, as a book of that time 
says, “it resembled a winding river, 
gently rn fibs I by a little breeze, for 
among very many little folds were 
here and there great bubbles.” 
It must have required much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars. 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
In the midst of this undulating sea 
and among those “bubbles” and puffy 
folds. 
However, the fashion had only a 
short existence, as is apt to be the ease 
with unpractical fashions, and toward 
the latter part of the century a single 
cloth, laid flat and touching the floor 
on all sides of the table, came into gen­ 
eral use.

The consum ing 
thirst,

the pain of any wound, m akes the 
battlefield a 
hell. 
Yet death by 
thirst is the doom forecast for t h e ! 
race by grim scientists. 
Geologists 
find that the fresh 
water supply of 
the globe is failing. 
They have data 
which points to the gradual with­ 
drawal of the streams und

Although nearly all warm blooded 
animals are susceptible to rabies, it is 
most commonly seen in dogs. 
There = 
are two forms—the •‘furious” and the 
“dumb.” 
lu the furious type after a 
period of melancholy or depression the 
^finial becomes restless and irritable, 
with a tendency to run away and snap 
at everything in sight, finally becoming 
subdued 
and 
sullen 
and dying 
of 
paralysis and exhaustion. 
In dumb 
rabies the stage of irritability is ab­ 
sent 
The dog prowls about in a list­ 
less way. with his head down and lower j 
jaw* dropped. 
At the same time there 
is difficulty in swallowing. 
It is often impossible to tell from a I 
dog’s actions whether it is rabid or not. 
But if instead of killing the animal as 1 
quickly as possible, as is often unwise­ 
ly done, the owner captures it aud 
keeps it for a few days under lock and 
key the question answers itself. 
A j 
rabid dog always dies in from four to 
eight days, so that if the animal re­ 
covers the bitten persons may be sure 
that they are not going to develop by- J 
drophobia. 
In any suspicious case the wound 
should immediately be squeezed under j 
hot water and if deep be incised freely, 
so that cauterization with either a hot 
iron or with strong nitric acid (not with , 
lunar caustic) may be thoroughly done. J 
At the same time the dog should be 
kept tinder observation, or if already 
killed the head and neck should be 
packed in ice and preserved for med-1 
leal examination. 
Even if it seems certain that the ani­ 
mal was rabid the patient should not 
despair, for it is estimated that only 15 
i per cent of those bitten by rabid ani­ 
mals actually develop the disease, and 
j if the Pasteur preventive iuoculations 
are promptly beguu recovery is almost 
certain. 
The popular dread of rabies is out of 
all proportion to the relative frequency 
of the disease, and the length to which 
it may go is shown by the instances in 
which people have developed and even 
died of false hydrophobia, a nervous 
condition due to fright and simulating J 
to some extent the real malady. — 
Youth’s Companion. 


Experiment Suggested by Franklin a n t 
Performed by D’Aiibard. 
To Benjamin Franklin belongs the 
merit of having perceived that a direct 
experiment was needed to prove whet 
so far was only a guess. Iii #n article 
entitled 
“Opinions 
and 
Conjectures ’ 
Concerning the Properties and Effects 
of the Electrical Matter Arising Fro.v 
Experiments and Observations Made 
at Philadelphia, 1749,” the following 
passage occurs: 
“To determine the question whether 
the clouds that contain lightning are 
electrified or not I would propose an 
experiment to be tried where it can be 
done conveniently. On the top of so s i 
high tower or steeple place a kind ft? 
sentry box big enough to contain a 
man and an electrical stand. From the 
middle of the stand let an iron rod rise 
and pass, bending out of the door and 
then upright twenty feet or thirty 
feet, pointed very sharp at the end. I? 
the electrical stand be kept clean aud 
dry a man standing on it when such 
clouds are passing low might lie elec­ 
trified and 
afford 
sparks, 
the 
rod 
drawing fire to him from a cloud. 
“If any danger to the man should 
be apprehended, though I think there 
would be none. let him stand on the 
floor of his box and now and then 
bring near to the rod the loop of a 
wire that has one end fastened to the 
leads, he holding it by a wax handle. 
60 the sparks if the rod be electrified 
will strike from the rod to the wire 
and not affect him.’’ 
^ 
The experiment suggested by Frank­ 
lin was successfully performed in Mar­ 
ly, France, by D’Aiibard on May IO. 
1752; in London by Canton In Spital 
square on July 20, 1752. and by Wilson 
in Chelmsford, Essex, on Aug. 12 of 
i the same year. Franklin himself de­ 
scribed having used a kite in Phila­ 
delphia in a letter dated Oct. 19 with 
out giving The date of his observations. 
Rosenberger (“Geschichte der Physik. * 
volume 2, page 310) mentioned that it 
was done in .Tune. 
Franklin’s disbelief in the dangerous 
character of the experiment must have 
received a severe shock when he heard 
of the death of G. W. Richman, who, 
in the year 1753, was killed by an elec­ 
tric discharge draw n from the clouds 
bv means of a kite* 


French Musician Made the Squealer* 
Sing a Tune. 
During the reign of Louis XI. of 
France there was attached to his court 
one Abbot de Baigne, a man of con­ 
siderable wit. 
The abbot was some­ 
what musically inclined and delighted 
the court with inventions of odd mu­ 
sical instruments. 
One day the king, 
after having enjoyed a hearty laugh 
over one of these curious contrivances 
and desiring to baffle this musical 
genius, commanded him to produce 
harmonious sounds from the cries of 
hogs. 
This seemed an impossibility 
to the king, and he prepared himself 
to enjoy the discomfiture of the abbot. 
Much to his surprise, however, tile ab­ 
bot readily agreed to produce them. 
All he required was a sum of money, 
upon receipt of w’hieli he declared he 
w’ould invent the most surprising thing 
ever heard in the way of musical atroc­ 
ity. 
He scoured the country and secured 
a large number of hog9, trying Cheir 
voices as to pitch and quality, and 
finally, having fully satisfied himself. 
he arranged the animals in a sort of 
pavilion richly decorated. 
The day of 
the trial arrived* and the king and his 
court entered the pavilion prepared for 
something, but greatly in doubt as to 
the success of the abbot with the hogs. 
However, there were the hogs, sure 
enough, and, much to the surprise and 
delight of the king, they commenced 
to cry harmoniously and in good tune, 
rendering an ait that was fairly rec­ 
ognized. 
The abbot had arranged a 
series of stops that were connected 
with the hogs and upon pulling one of 
them out caused a spike to prick the 
hog it connected with. making him 
squeal his note. 
The rest was easy, 
for by pulling out the different stops 
he produced the tune.
